A New View «>f tti« * 11ir«I Q uestion. 
“ The Bird on a W om an's H a t” is tho 
subject of an editorial by E dw ard W. 
Bok in Tho 
Ladies’ 
Home Journal, 
w hich presents the live, practical side 
of the movement against the slaughter 
of birds for th eir plumage. The crusade, 
Mr. Bok considers, has been carried on 
upon unw ise lilies and overzeahrasly. 
"T h e re is a practical element m this 
desired re form ,” lie writes, ‘‘and it i> 
this: A nybody who has given even the 
most cursory attention or study to 
hot 
any knows th a t all forms of life have 
th eir origin in plant life. Every anim al 
which exists either lives directly on 
some plants or on insects w hich destroy 
plants. 
T he birds find th e ir sustenance 
m ainly in the insects that injure vege­ 
tation and ofttim es kill it entirely. 
A 
sufficiently large number of insects will 
kill a crop. If there are no birds, na tu­ 
rally the insects have everything their 
own w ay. 
1 have recently gone to eon 
sideruble pains to find out from farm ers 
to wbat extent the decrease of birds is 
affecting their crops, and I find that the 
condition is more alarm ing than wo, 
who live in the cities and large centers, 
have any idea of. 
All tie* farm ers to 
whom 1 spoke or w rote agreed th a t la-*t 
year the increase of insects was uu 
usually great, w hile the decrease of 
birds was even greater. 
“ For every 100 birds killed about 60 
are born. 
H ence it is easy to see that 
the greater the num ber of birds killed 
the more exposed become tne crops of 
tho farm er to the insects.

He flatters Uncle Sam by telling him that he is great enough and 
wealthy enough to double the price of silv er the world ov er if he will begin to 
oin it in unlimited quantities and to treat it in ev ery way as it it were worth 
its old pi ice. 
Will Uncle Sam be tak en in by this bunk o steerer? 


T h e D rift T o w a rd D el cl. 
While Mr. Bryan and his associates, 
Refusing to accept the v erdict of last

tandard. 
But it in net in Europe alone that 
his tencency in observ able. 
The wis- 
om and apparent ease with which the 
apanese gov ernment has planned the 
doption of the gold standard is one of 
he marv els of .modern statesmanship 
ud mark s that people as among the 
lost sagacious nations of the earth, 
aggard China also seems to be uwak - 
ig from her silv er dream of isolation 
ad is a n x io u s t í hav e the customs d u ­ 
es at the treaty ports placed on the 
old basis, as they substantially were 
hen the treaties were made. 
The de- 
reciation of silv er has greatly crippled 
er rev enues, and now that she is com- 
lg into closer financial connection with 
nssia it may be assumed that her 
nances will be conformed to the gold 
andard. 
If we turn from the far orient to our 
wn hemisphere, we will perceiv e a 
irring in the Central and South Amer­ 
an states to reform their monetary sys- 
m and escape the losses entailed by 
□ inferior and depreciated currency. A 
ispatch a few days since from Lima 
formed us that Peru had not only sus- 
ended silv er coinage but had passed a 
iw against the importation of silv er, 
oiumbia has adopted the gold stand- 
d, while Chili, Uruguay and Brazil 
tak e gold unlimited legal tender and 
lv er in but limited sums. 
In Hondu- 
is, San Salv ador, Costa Rica and Santo 
tomiugothe gold standard has been es- 
iblished by law, though a depreciated 
aper currency prev ents the circulation 
f gold at present. These mov ements go 
) show that those nations who are in 
iuch with European trade and eoin- 
lerce feel the necessity of hav ing the 
une mouetary system and that their 
pople are at a disadv antage because of 
aeir fluctuating and depreciated home 
irrencies. 
And yet while these nations, admit- 
dly our inferiors in wealth and in 
lysical and intellectual progress, are 
ruggling out of the bonds that hold 
lem back there are those among us 
ho would imperil our v ast wealth and 
mi tuerce by plunging us down to the 
lv er standard. What must the nations 
the world think of such leadership 
id 
statesmanship?—Chicago Times- 
erald.

Recently at the Hotel Drouot there 
was a sale of a curious and interesting 
collection of ancient buttons, the proper­ 
ty of Baron Perignanof Paris. This col­ 
lection, which was exhibited iu 1889 at 
the exposition of decorativ e arts, m ight 
riv al any one of those belonging to the 
| most 
enthusiastic buttonists in the 
world. 
Clapisson, the musician, col­ 
lected 7,750 different specimens. 
In 
1849 a collector in Ghent exhibited 
more than 
8 0,000, 
and M. Maignieu, 
the librarian of the Grenoble library, 
| gained a certain reputation iu this 
branch of curiosities through his collec­ 
tion of buttons of liv eries and of uni­ 
forms. 
The buttons of the eighteenth century 
bring high prices in the mark et at the 
present time. 
There are some of them 
that Fragonard, we are told, decorated 
w ith his marv elous pencil. 
In his time 
it was fashionable to mak e presents of 
buttons as big as a crown piece, on 
which allegories and v arious subjects 
were carv ed. 
Baehaumont writes in his “ Secret 
M emoirs,” Nov . 18, 1780: “ The mania 
for buttons is today extremely ridicu­ 
lous. 
They are not only of enormous 
size, some of them as big as six pound 
crowns, but miniatures and pictures are 
made upon them, and this ornam enta­ 
tion is extremely costly. 
Some of them 
represent the medals of the 12 Ca'sars, 
others antique statues and still others 
the Metamorphoses of Ov id.”

But the richest things of the k ind, bee 
yond a doubt, are those that were worn 
by Louis XIV. M. Maze-Sencier, in the 
“ Register of Diamonds and Presents to 
the K ing,” at present preserv ed in the 
m inistry of foreign affairs, giv es ail offi­ 
cial account of the buttons of that pomp­ 
ous sov ereign. It is as follows: 
“ Feb. 8, 1685.— Montarcy presented 
to the k ing 80 diamond buttons, v alued 
at 180,080 liv res. 
“ May 7, 1685.— Made and deliv ered 
by Bieur Bose, 6 diamond buttons, 30,- 
000 liv res. 
“ July 
26, 1685.— Handed ov er by 
Montarcy to the Marquis de Seignelay 
for the k ing 75 diamond buttons, 586,- 
708 liv res. 
“ Aug. 1, 1685.—Two diamond but­ 
tons, 67,866 liv res. 
“ Aug. 16, 1685.—Three diamond but­ 
tons, 69 ,660 liv res. 
“ Dee. 20, 1685.— Four diamond but 
tons, 88,775 liv res.” 
Another item in the same year: 
“ July 26, 1685. — Furnished by Mon­ 
tarcy for the k ing’s v est: 
Forty-eight 
gold buttons, each set w ith a diamond, 
and 9 6 clasps, 48 of which were com­ 
posed of fiv e diamonds each and 48 of 
one diamond each, 185,128 liv res. 
“ Also 884 clasps for the doublet of j 
the k ing, 162 of which were formed of 
fiv e diamonds each and 162 of one d ia­ 
mond each, 1,006,845 liv res. 
“ In addition there were sev en orna­ 
mental clasps of three diamonds each, 
201,270 liv res. 
“ Sundry presents, 
83 
ornamented 
clasps, 574,366 liv res.” 
That foots up a total of about 8,000, 
000 liv res for the buttons of the “ Great 
K ing” for the single year of 
16 8 5 . The! 
preceding year Louis XIV r< ceiv ed a lot j 
of buttons that were v alued at 1,071,000 j 
liv res. 
In these enumerations there is 
no mention of the diamonds for the 
shoes, 
the garters, the cuffs and tlx- 
hats of the monarch. 
We are obliged to admit, with our 1 
coats and ov ercoats garnished w ith m is­ 
erable little cloth and bone aff airs, we 
cut a poor figure in the fancy button 
business compared to the dudes of the 
days of Louis XIV.—Paris Figaro.
